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ANNUAL  FUR  CATCH  OF  THE  UNIT3D  STATES 
Prepared  in  Fur  Resources,  Division  of  Wildlife  Research 


At  least  19-g-  million  fur  animals  are  trapped  annually  in  44  States  and 
Alaskai  This  figure  is  probably  far  below  the  actual  number  taken  because  many 
States  do  not  keep  an  accurate  account  of  the  number  of  fur  animals  trapped 
within  their  boundaries.   In  the  reported  fur  catch  listed  herein,  Louisiana 
wad  first  with  4,470,498  animals,  about  4,076,785  of  which  were  muskrats. 
Minnesota  was  second  with  a  take  of  1,667,794  fur  animals,  followed  by  Wisconsin 
with  1,559,207;  North  Dakota,  1,403,233;  Michigan,  895,540;  Maryland  800,000; 
and  Pennsylvania,  779,681. 

Prior  to  World  War  II,  the  United  States  imported  almost  half  of  the  furs 
sold  on  American  markets.  Because  of  the  war,  the  shipping  of  furs  to  the  United 
States  has  been  greatly  reduced,  although  the  numbers  of  pelts  of  karakul  lamb, 
rabbit,  and  a  few  other  species  have  increased. 

The  raw  fur  catch  for  the  season  1943-44  was  estimated  to  be  worth  about 
1100,000,000.  The  Bureau  of  Internal  Revenue  collected  $54,925,218.49  in  taxes 
on  sales  of  fur  and  fur-trimmed  apparel  sold  at  retail  during  the  calendar  year 
1943.  This  sum,  representing  a  10-percent  tax,  indicates  that  the  retail  sales 
of  fur  apparel  during  the  year  1943  amounted  to  about  $549,252,185.  The  report 
of  collections  showed  that  New  York  led  the  country  in  fur-apparel  sales, 
followed  in  order  by  Illinois,  California,  Pennsylvania,  Massachusetts,  Ohio, 
Michigan,  Maryland,  New  Jersey,  Minnesota,  Connecticut,  Wisconsin,  and  Indiana. 
In  all  other  States,  proceeds  from  the  sales  during  the  year  were  considerably 
larger  than  those  for  1942,  and  in  some  States  in  which  large  industries  are 
located,  the  amount  received  from  the  sales  was  nearly  twice  that  for  the  previous 
year. 

Regulations  governing  the  trapping  of  fur  animals  are  made  by  the  individual 
States,  not  by  the  Federal  Government.  The  animals  should  be  taken  when  the  fur 
is  prime,  and  the  pelts  should  be  handled  with  care  so  that  the  trapper  will  re- 
ceive the  highest  market  price  for  them. 

Information  on  the  numbers  of  some  species  of  fur  animals  taken  annually  in 
the  United  States  and  the  places  where  trapped  is  meager.   Lack  of  complete  data 
in  this  conservation  field  prevents  a  close  estimate  of  the  annual  take  of  furs. 
Growing  popular  interest  in  the  conservation  of  wildlife  may  well  result  in  the 
restoration  of  fur  animals  to  a  point  approaching  their  former  productivity.  It 
is  important  that  the  public  know  how  much  of  the  natural  wealth  in  furs  is  har- 
vested each  year,  for  it  is  only  through  the  assembling  of  such  data  that  the 
annual  take  of  fur  animals  can  be  so  regulated  as  to  insure  the  preservation  of  an 
adequate  breeding  stock.
